Relief Case Discussed 


At the March meeting of the council 
of the M.D. of Royal, No. 158, Reeva 
Bennett introduced Jhe matter of the 
A. J. Spanke relief case and summons. 
The council was summoned to appear 
before Magistrate Thomas at High 
River on March 20th, but the hearing 
was adjourned until April 28th. 

Attention was drawn to the state¬ 
ment made by Spanke to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Relief in his letter that Ben¬ 
nett, Roebuck and Snow voted to re¬ 
duce Spanke’s relief or cut it off en¬ 
tirely. This statement is erroneous. 
The correct information is that on a 
motion made in council meeting held 
on February 20th, to increase A. J. 
Spanke’s relief By the sum of $5.00 
per month for the months of February 
and March, the vote of the councillors 
was a tie and the motion declared lost. 
Reeve Bennett stated that if the relief 
was* to be increased in one case, the 
relief to all cases should be increased 
accordingly. Councillor Bateman, was 
not in favor of increasing all relief.

Grain has been cleaned, farm equip¬ 
ment put in shape, and everything is 
in readiness for spring work. Although 
spring seems to have lingered along 
the way, the last six weeks have 
brought better weather in general than 
last year, when it was April 6 before 
winter took any serious jolt. 

The soil, which was dry as powder, 
has benefitted considerably by the re¬ 
cent snowfall, and the moisture is ex¬ 
pected to be sufficient for germination. 
But lots of rain will be needed in late 
May and June. No great amount of 
frost is in the ground and field work 
should be under way shortly. 

Horses as a rule are not in as good 
condition for the spring as usual,-ow¬ 
ing to the restricted feeding during 
the winter. In the immediate district 
they are not in bad shape, but farther 
east there are many farms on which 
the stock has failed badly during the 
winter. About fifty per cent, of the 
farm work in this vicinity is still done 
by horse power, and a great deal de¬ 
pends on the endurance of the teams 
throughout the spring. 

Those who look on the bright side 
are hopeful that the worst of the grass 
hopper menace is over. They bring 
up as arguments the customary cycles 
of past years, and also the vast num¬ 
bers ef dead hoppers observed late last 
summer and early fall. These indicat¬ 
ed that a parasite was at work. Those 
who have been searching their fields do 
not see any great signs of ho’pper eggs. 
Many farms had complete control of 
the hopper situation last year, but are 
still subject to the hazards of adjoin¬ 
ing pasture lands.* 

However, there is the belief that a 
somewhat smaller acreage of oats and 
barley than usual will be sown. This 
will be because these grains are scarce 
and also because they are more apt to 
fall victim to the grasshopper march. 

Seed Grain Relief 

Seed grain relief for necessitous 
farmers will be moving in the next 
day or so, Hon. W. N. Chant, has an¬ 
nounced. As a result, it is expected 
that authority will be given by the 
banks immediately for advances to be 
made to municipalities administering 
the seed grain distributions under the 
government guarantees. 
r “The Dominion government states 
plainly that the guarantees do not in¬ 
clude advances to farmers who have 
mortgages on their farms, held by a 
mortgage company, if they are in 
good standing,” said Mr. Chant. 

No Alternative 

As the province .was a party to the 
agreement with the Dominion, a simi¬ 
lar policy had to be followed by the 
provincial authorities who had no al¬ 
ternative in the matter, he stated. 

The seed grain advances would be 
made toothers, classified as necessi¬ 
tous farmers, said the minister. _ 

“All we are waiting for now is defin¬ 
ite word from the bankers that they 
will handle the advances and things 
will start to move,” said Mr. Chant. 
Mr. Chant said he was communicating 
with various municipalities in connec¬ 
tion with the issuing of seed grain or¬ 
ders to farmers.

With the rising prices of wheat, it may be that eastern 
industries will expect a wave of prosperity in the West, 
and a revived buying power. So far as this part of Alberta 
is concerned, however, it has been estimated that about 95 
per cent, of the wheat had passed out of the hands of the 
producers before there was any opportunity of.reaping the 
higher prices. Eastern industry will have to look to the 
speculators to do thejrurchasing, because it is the specula¬ 
tors who have garnered in the money. Few farmers have 
een in position to hold for higher priees. 

If the Wheat Board had not ceased to function, the bene¬ 
fit of the good markets would have Jbeen scattered far and 
wide throughout the West. The extra money would have 
fallen into homes that required new machinery, new house¬ 
hold equipment, new clothing. It would have been a god 
send after a period of barren existence. But almost all the 
value has been lost to farmers, and consequently lost to in¬ 
dustry, because the Federal Wheat Board did-not perform 
the function for which it was originally created. The Fed¬ 
eral government is being held to account in th's matter by 
western farmers, and those who depend on the reyenue of 
western farmers. It is natural that there should be a new 
appieciaton of the service which John McFarland and Hon.

Aberhart Foregoes 
Coronation Trip 


Asserts That He Never Said he 
PlannedJavgo; Is a Poor Man with 
Only/a Hoimyin Calgary and a Few 
Itynds 

Prernlaa-iWlliam ^AberharV in his 


Sunday evening address asserted that 
he had never said he was going to the 
Coronation and did not intend to do so. 
He feels'it is his duty to remain in the 
leadership so long as he retains the 
confidence of the majority of Social 
Crediters and the legislative members. 
He will press forward toward Social 
Credit. 

He said: “I have received so many 
resolutions, some for and some against 
my going to England at the Corona¬ 
tion, that I should make a statement 
and put an end to discussion. It is not 
my intention to go to England at all 
at this time. I never said at any time 
that I was going.” 

Again he said: “The other day it 
was rumored that I hold a big mort¬ 
gage on a firm in Calgary. In fact it 
was stated that I am very rich and 
held many mortgages. Did you ever 
hear of a school teacher getting much ? 
This is far from the truth. I do not 
hold a mortgage on any »property 
whatever, in any part of the world, 
nor do I own any property in any 
place apart from my own home in Cal¬ 
gary, in which I put most of my earn¬ 
ings. 

“I have $500 worth of Alberta bonds 
on which I get only one-half the inter¬ 
est rate since we passed our reduction 
in bond interest act. 

“May I also add that theJBible In¬ 
stitute in Calgary is not registered in 
my nagie. That is another favorite 
rumor It is not registered in my name, 
hut in the names of a group of trus¬ 
tees.” . 

He also declared that by Tuesday or 
Wednesday, the government would 
bring ihto the House the new debt re¬ 
duction and settlement legislation, to 
take the place of that recently ruled 
ultra vires-. 

“After full consideration of the pro¬ 
cedure for introduction, it has been 
thought wise to remove the direction 
of social credit as far as possible from 
the realm of political influence, so we 
have already introduced an amendin’; 
act calling upon the Legislature to 
appoint a board of from five to seven 
members which will have full author¬ 
ity apart from the lieutenant-governor 
in-council to appoint a commission of 
qualified men to putinto operation the 
plan and to have the advice of techni¬ 
cal experts appointed or secured by the 
hoard. 

“I frankling admit that I have been 
much upset and grieved about the 
whole difficulty, but I am persuaded 
that when the clouds of doubt and 
licion have lifted our members will 
;ee their way clearly. 


Amendments to 
Employment Act 

The Employment Offices Act may he 
amended, and the Turner Valley em¬ 
ployment situation is in mind. The 
;overnment is aiming to havp as many 
Albertans as possible employed*in the 
Valley fields, with the importations 
from United States only such as are 
necessary. 

Hon. Lucien Maynard said: “There 
are plenty of new wells that have been 
Irilled in the Turner Valley this 
-.pring, and the employment offices are 
trying to place as many as possible in 
this work, instead of bringing people 
in from the outside—from the United 
States, and we are trying to employ 
is many Alberta people as possible in 
the Turner Valley. At the present time 
we are making special efforts along 
hose lines.” 

The act prohibits organizations or 
agencies of any kind from collecting 
fees for placing persons in employ¬ 
ment. 

The hill also provides for the setting 
up of a separate employment branch 
to be attached to* existing public ser¬ 
vice department into as many employ¬ 
ment districts as may be deemed 
necessary.

Spend Gas Tax . 
on Road Making 

The benefits of a reasonable gaso¬ 
line tax and legal prohibition against 
diversion of highway funds to other 
purposes, is well illustrated in the ex¬ 
perience of Missouri. , 

Missouri’s gasoline tax was set at 2 
cents a gallon in 1918 and a constitu¬ 
tional amendment prohibited its in¬ 
crease before 1938. The same amend¬ 
ment prohibited use of gasoline tax for 
any purpose other than road building. 

Today, although Missouri ranks 
eighteenth in area, eleventh in popu¬ 
lation, and ninth in automobile regis¬ 
tration, .the state ranks sixth in mile¬ 
age of improved roads. 

The Missouri highway department 
has insisted that its roads show need 
for improvement before expenditures 
are made with the result that there arc 
few roads in the state which do not 
support themselves from gasoline tax¬ 
es and registration fees on cars actu¬ 
ally using the roads.
